But defining “consensual” 
is going to take a lot more work 


Last week’s Dan Savage column (“No” 
still means “no” but defining “consensu- 
al’ is going to take a little more work, June 
5) provoked some response from our read- 
ers. Among other things, Savage said that 
people who have sex under the influence 
have given consent unless they were phys- 
ically forced into the act. SEE asked Kris 
Fowler, director of the University of 
Alberta Sexual ult Centre for her 
thoughts on the article. 


AFTER READING DAN SAVAGE'S 
article, I was surprised and a little dis- 
heartened that something like the 
issue of sexual assault is still so widely 
misunderstood, even by so-called 
experts. As another so-called expert, I 
feel compelled to address some of the 
misconceptions. 

First, the boring stuff: Dan’s advice 
may or may not be legally correct in 
the U.S,, but The Criminal Code of 
Canada defines sexual assault as any 
form of sexual contact (kissing, 
fondling, sexual intercourse, anal 
intercourse and oral sex) without vol- 
untary consent. In order for consent to 
be considered voluntary, it must be 
obtained without the use of pressure, 
coercion, guilt, force, threats or 
implied threats. The Code also defines 
five ways in which consent cannot be 
given, one of which is when a person 
is incapable of consenting. Case law 
has demonstrated that being drunk or

high are ways in which a person can 
be incapable of consenting to sexual 
ty. Unfortunately, it does not 
define how much alcohol or drugs an 
individual must consume before 
being considered drunk or high. 

There is a clear difference between 
drunk sex and sexual assault involv- 
ing alcohol. As Dan Savage says, 
drunk consensual sex can and does 
happen, and it is not a crime. Sexual 
assault involving alcohol is a crime, 
and occurs when someone forces a 
person into sexual activity without 
her or his consent, usually with alco- 
hol being used to rationalize taking 
advantage of the person who is 
unable to consent. Alcohol is often 
used by a perpetrator to lower his or 
her own inhibitions and/or to excuse 
his or her behavior. In addition to 
being too drunk to consent, the per- 
son being sexually assaulted often 
uses other forms of non-consent that 
are ignored by the perpetrator, things 
like saying “no,” turning away from 
the person, trying to keep clothes on 
and “freezing.” 

There is also a huge difference 
between regretting drunk sex, and 
knowing someone had sexual activity 
with you when you didn’t want to. 
Individuals don't lie about sexual 
assault anymore than they lie about 
any other crime (2 to 3 per cent annu- 
ally as estimated by the FBI).

Inhis latest book, Bill McKibben 
writes about tivo up-and-coming tech- 
nologies, human genetic engineering 
(also called “germline engineering”) and 
nanotechnology. Enough questions the 
necessity of enacting these technologies, 
and pursues the question of what it 
means to be human, and whether using 
genetic engineering to “perfect” humans 
will cause us to become something else 
entirely. 


IN ENOUGH, YOU WARN AGAINST 
the dangers-many of them immi- 
nent and grave-of new technolo- 
gies that will allow us to “redesign” 
human beings. Realistically, what 
kind of redesigning are we talking 
about? 

Genetics researchers are continually 
discovering new traits linked, in part 
or in whole, to our DNA: IQ, muscle 
mass, height, sociability, even our 
inclination to optimism or happi- 
ness. Just as they’ ve already done 
with many other animals, some sci- 
entists want to tweak human 
embryos at an early stage of devel- 
opment to “enhance” these charac- 
teristics. 


These sound like pretty far-out 
ideas. Do you believe anyone-sci- 
ence-would actually do that? And 
if they would, isn’t that light years 
away? 
Some researchers with real scientific 
credibility, and real access to large 
amounts of venture capital, hope to 
do just this kind of work. Consider, 
for instance, James Watson, the co- 
discoverer of the double helix, who 
this spring celebrates the 50th 
anniversary of his Nobel-winning 
aper. Watson-who was also the 
first head of the national genome 
project-has called for aggressive 
pursuit of so-called “germline engi- 
neering.” He urges society to “go for 
perfection,” using our new under- 
standing of genetics to eliminate 
shyness and to rule out “cold fish.” 
“Who wants an ugly baby?” he asks, 
adding, “If we could make better 
human beings by knowing how to 
add genes, why shouldn't we do it?” 
And Watson is far from alone-top 
researchers at places like MIT and 
UCLA have‘deemed such work not 
only a good idea, but “inevitable,” 
predicting that within a very few 
years the children of most people 
who can afford the technology will 
be ‘enhanced’ before birth. “Why not 
seize this power?” asks Princeton 
geneticist Lee Silver in his book 
Remaking Eden. “We control all 
other aspects of our children’s lives 
and identities through powerful 
social and environmental influ- 
ences... On what basis can we reject 
positive genetic influences on a per- 
son’s esserice when we rr oh 
rights of parents to benefit their chil- 
dren in every other way.”

To understand 
what I mean, imagine yourself an 
“improved” child. Is your intelli- 
gence your own? Is your mood your 
own, or the result of some protein 
pumped out by your cells in 
response to a particular stretch of 
commercial DNA added by your 
parents before your birth? Would 
your accomplishments, your hopes, 
your dreams mean anything in the 
way we reckon it now in sucha 
world? Or would you be more akin 
toa robot? 

We already try to influence our 
children in innumerable ways. But 
part of growing up is dealing with 
that influence: rebelling against it, 
finding the parts you want and 
rejecting the rest. You'd never be 
able to reject this kind of influence, 
though; it would be part of every cell 
in your body. This is the single most 
radical technology anyone's ever 
thought of-and the greatest breach 
with all that came before. 


Can we avoid this world of design- 
er babies without sacrificing neces- 
sary medical progress? 

Yes, happily. The insights that genet- 
ics have provided already have 
yielded all sorts of useful treatments 
for real people with real illnesses. So- 
called “somatic” gene therapy, 
involving the insertion of better- 
functioning genes into living indi- 
viduals to, say, keep their lungs from 
malfunctioning due to cystic fibrosis, 
does not raise the kind of existential 
problems that come from designing 
people before they're born. Other 
researchers are hard at work design- 
ing drugs that take into account the 
genetic peculiarities of certain can- 
cers. All this is good and necessary 
work, part of the world as we know 
it. 

Even controversial ideas like 
cloning embryos to get stem cells 
need not be abandoned. But scien- 
tists and government regulators 
need to work out careful protocols 
before they proceed in order to 
insure that cloning embryos for 
spare cells doesn’t turn into repro- 
ductive cloning, which would be the 
basis for making designer children. 


Is it just genetics that worries you, 
or are there other methods of engi- 
neering humans on the horizon? 
The DNA revolution is on top of 
us-people are already claiming to 
have cloned children. But if you look 
a few years further out, other tech- 
nologies are rapidly converging. 
Roboticists insist, with some credi- 
bility, that their creations will be 
smarter and more able than humans 
ina few decades; at best, they say, 
we will need to make ourselves part 
silicon to survive. “Those of us alive 
today, over the course of our life- 
times, will morph ourselves into 
machines,” says MIT's Rodney 
Brooks. “Biological species almost 
never survive encounters with supe- 
rior species,” adds Camegie 
Mellon’s Hans Moravec.

Sound familiar? 

The most common complaint is 
that bisexuals dilute queer spaces by 
bringing with them at least the poten- 
tial for opposite-sex partners or 
straight admirers. That concern is 
understandable. It feels good to be 
part of a special group: to have insid- 
ers, you need outsiders. 

In the same way that Tiger Woods 
has been criticized for identifying as 
multi-racial rather than black, bisex- 
ual people are pressured to choose 
an allegiance for the common good. 
When we choose instead to define 
ourselves as the whole of who we 
are, do we threaten the separate 
spheres of straight versus gay and us 


versus them? 


SO. 

That division may bring gay, les- 
bian, bisexual and transgender peo- 
ple into our close-knit community 
and our great social spaces, but it 
also brings us depression, estranged 
families, bashings, unfair laws, and 
the disproportionate rate of suicide 
among our teens. 

Pride week is a great time for the 
queer community, and the Pride 
parade has a wonderful atmosphere 
of belonging, safety, celebration, and 


defiance that comes from standing 
together against a culture that’s often 
hostile. 

And—slowly—it’s working. 
Although we're far from the ideal, 
we're beginning to achieve a less 
polarized society where people don’t 
feel they have to choose one side of 
the fence and stay there at all costs. 

Accepting bisexuality means tak- 
ing another step toward a society 


where who we choose to love doesn’t 
define us or keep us outside the sys- 
tem of protections and privil 
And isn’t that what we’re all sup- 
posed to be marching for?

POST-DOCTORAL FELLOW GLORIA 
Filax spent the last several years 
studying what she calls, “queer 
youth and strange representations in 
the province of the ‘severely nor- 
mal.’” The following points are 
excerpts from chapter four of her dis- 
sertation, which deals with media 
coverage—specifically the treatment 
of gay issues in the province's most 
influential right-wing publication, 
Alberta Report (now known simply as 
The Report). 


April, 1998 

The Supreme Court rules in 
favour of fired King’s College 
instructor Delwin Vriend, declaring 
that Alberta’s human rights legisla- 
tion has an obligation to protect peo- 
ple from discrimination based on 
their sexual orientation. Alberta 
becomes the second last province in 
the country (after P.-E.) to be legally 






obligated to protect the human rights 
of gays and lesbians. 


September, 1997 

Timothy Anderson’s novel 
Neurotic Erotica takes heat from the 
Alberta Report for being funded by 
the provincial foundation for the arts. 
The AR linked the publication of 
queer work with low moral stan- 
dards and sent a fax to all 83 MLAs. 
Only nine responded, all 
Conservatives in favour of limiting 
funding to such projects. Response 
from the arts community came, in 
part, in the form of an advertisement 
sponsored by Edmonton's indepen- 
dent booksellers that stated, “Alberta 
Report hates this book-we call that a 
good review.” 


November, 1997 
Gay foster mom “Ms. T” loses her 
battle with the Alberta government 


to reverse its policy barring her from 
receiving any more foster children. 
Theresa O'Riordan, who was known 
as Ms. T under a publication ban, 
gave a home to 24 foster kids over 18 
years before beginning a lesbian rela- 
tionship. Social Services Minister 
Lyle Oberg said he would not 
change his view that placing foster 
children with gay couples would 
subject them to discrimination from 
other children and adults. 


August, 1997 

The provincial government was 
“caught” funding a Red Deer muse- 
um project to gather reminiscences 
from local gay men and lesbians. A 
moral panic erupted and continued 
for the month attracting national 
media attention. MLA, Stockwell 
Day opened fire by declaring that “a 
museum...was not the appropriate 
place to champion the cause of gay

ering with anymore. There are huge 
gaps in this film where not a single 
word is uttered. Often, all we have 
to go on are endless tracking shots 
that frame Affleck’s and Damon’s 
wonderfully expressive faces staring 
at the dirt under their feet or off into 
the never-ending horizon. The takes 
last so long that we eventually 
become just as dazed and hardened 
by the film as the characters are by 
their ordeal, yet we fear the moment 
when they'll stop walking, when 
they'll stop struggling against their 
environment even though that 
moment eventually becomes 
inevitable. 

This film’s story telling is so sub- 
versive, so, in a way, defiant that it’s 
reminiscent of some of the finest 
nature-phobic films ever made, all 
by directors with far better track 
records than Van Sant (Hiroshi 
Teshigahara’s Woman in the Dunes, 
Werner Herzog’s Aguirre Wrath of 
God, Robert Altman’s {cCabe &

Part 
hyperbole, part tragic realism, the story winds 
through the surreal depths of memory, creating 
the kind of cause-and-effect connections 
between unconnected events that helps average 
people deal with the deep injustices of our lives.

NOCTURNE IS A RARE VISUAL EXPERIENCE THAT 
leaves the audience breathless.

The plot revolves very loosely around the 
affair of Romantic novelist George Sand 
(Adrienne Smook) and composer Frederic 
“Fred” Chopin (Jesse Gervais, Cory 
VanderJagt) and is laced with anachronistic 
modern detail (if Chopin were alive today, who 
says he wouldn't have loved the Life 
Channel?).

But Chan needed more push than 
kick when he arrived at a crisis point 
during the writing of The Forbidden 
Phoenix. “There was a previous ver- 
sion of the script where I wanted to 
straddle the naturalistic story of the 
bachelor men to actually make a real- 
ly strong parallel between the two sto- 
ries, but it was too much like Mom 
Dad. And I was scared to death of los- 
ing the naturalistic side of the story 
because Id never gone completely 
into the realm of Forbidden Phoenix, 
into something that had no ground- 
ing in reality or naturalism. It was the 
first time I’d actually called a dra- 
maturge and asked for help. Usually 
they say ‘Ok, what do you need? 

“It was the first time I'd actually 
picked up the phone and said to Ben 
“You know what. I’m scared to death 
of. I don’t know if I can pull this off 

And he said to me, ‘If you're scared 
of it, that’s the exact reason you 
should do it.’ And when he said that, 
everything made sense and I purged 
away all the naturalistic elements of 
the script and just embraced the myth 
as it was.” Chan hopes that the audi- 
ence will pick up the allegorical ele- 
ments too. But the change of direction 
has meant some additional demands 
on the actors: “Where before they 
were just doing a straight text drama 
now they have to learn fight choreog- 
raphy, they have to go into full make- 
up, they have to learn magic, they 
have to sing... “ 

That's all going to pay off for the 
audience, Chan says. “When they see 
all these elements which are connected 
to the story... when they see that 
they re actually doing this live and it’s 
not like film or television where you 
can have forty takes...” 

And he hopes that the audience will 
readily pick up on the allegory, partic- 
ularly as it pertains to the Phoenix. 
“Anyone who comes to Canada or 
comes to a new land comes with the 
hope of a better life. The hope that 
they leave whatever situation they’re 
in, they'll have a fresh start, that they'll 

be able to support their family. I want- 
ed the Phoenix to represent that hope.

With the release of Parts 
of the Process, an 18-track record that 
culls the hits from their four albums, 
London’s Morcheeba find them- 
selves at a crossroads. Founding 
member Paul Godfrey looks back on 
their career. 


SEE: Have you thought about the 
implications of Parts of the 
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Process—that Morcheeba has actu- 
ally been around long enough to 
put out a greatest hits record? 

Paul Godfrey: I have since people 
started asking me questions about it. 
I thought, “Shit, what the hell is it all 
about?” We didn’t sit around and 
go, “What we really need is a great- 
est hits album.” Obviously that 
comes from the record company and 
they pay us to do it and we don't 
have to do that much work, so it 
kinda makes sense [laughs]. But 
yeah, it is interesting. It makes me 
feel quite old. It’s also happened so 
quickly that it’s really difficult to 
take stock of it, to get an understand- 
ing of it all.” 

SEE: Do you see a logical growth in 
your recordings? 

PG: Yeah, I do, and it’s good to see. 
I’m weird, because I don’t like to put 
too much emphasis on my record- 
ings, really. | don’t know why. In 
years to come I may look back and 
see them as the golden years, but at 
the moment I just feel like there's 
still so much to explore and so much 
to do. And that was like going to 
school for me, and the best was get- 


ting my exam results and I’ve kinda 
scraped through, y’know. 
SEE: You were initially thrown in 
with Massive Attack, Portishead 
and the whole trip-hop scene... 
PG: Yeah, I don’t know whether that 
was a good thing ora bad thing, 
because we kinda got lumped in 
anyway. But it really doesn’t bother 
me. And one thing that’s happened 
is that I'm not so serious about it and 
I'm not so precious about it, because 
really, it’s just the music we make, it 
really isn’t us as individuals. But I 
think we proved ourselves with our 
touring, Asa live outfit we've done 
extremely well, and as songwriters 
also. When you consider that “Who 
Can You Trust” and “Big Karma” 
are two of the first songs we ever 
wrote, it was really sort of quite an 
achievement—it was above average. 
That paved the way for a strong 
career for us and we've made the 
most of what we've got. 
SEE: You've mentioned in other 
interviews how you've turned the 
corner from a studio act to a live act. 
PG: A lot of these fantastic records, 
you see it live and it’s just two blokes 
behind keyboards. You think, “Fuck 
is that all about? That's not live 
music!” It might have been novel in 
about ’77, but it’s a crap show. The 
thing with a lot of these studio guys 
is that they’re really not at home ona 
stage, and I know I suffer from that. 
SEE: What do you do to get around 
that? 
PG: Get drunk. 
SEE: That's helpful. 
PG: Yeah. But, y’know, we've devel- 
oped into... we didn’t want to even 
be a live band for that very reason.

reads these things besides my editor 
and the place acquires surplus seat- 
hogging clientele. There are some 
gems we'd like to clutch greedily to 
our chest. But I probably won't over- 
whelm their capacity for hospitality 
by calling them my new favourite 
place to have lunch downtown. 

First there’s The Waiter. You can 
keep your sullen undergrads paying 
their way through school, your 
perky studio-tanned smile-flashers, 
your glad-handing tip-suckers—this 
guy is Service Incarnate. Neat as a 
pin, graceful and attentive, he whirls 
through the room, flashing his polite 
good-humour beam on each diner in 
turn, laying plates, whisking empties 
out of sight and generally making 
everyone feel waited on. And when 
he tells you the creme brilee is 
amazing, you believe him. What's 
amazing is that this kind of class 

(with a hint of flamboyance!) comes 
with such a low sticker price. 
Sandwiches are $5.50 and all the 
entrées, which is where I would start 
if | were you, go for $7.75. Pastas, 
chicken and seafood dishes, tortilla 
pie with roasted eggplant and zuc- 
chini, Hungarian sausages—it's all 
there and more, presented with gen- 
erous sides to round out the meal. It 


was lunch hour, so my co-diner and 
I decided quick, she on the Thai 
Chicken and I on one of the $8 spe- 
dials, baked snapper with jalapeno 
salsa.
